THE SUMMER CAMPAIGN. 

With the dog days upon us, and plans for 
summer and vacation pleasures arranged for 
or under debate, the bookseller who would 
keep up an active interest in his business must 
begin now, if he has not already taken steps 
in that direction, to make his store attractive 
for the jaded customer that remains in town, 
and to follow, so far as it may be possible, his 
old clients to their “bungalows” or whatever 
other form their resting-places for the sum¬ 
mer may assume. 

The store, in the first place, should be kept 
cool by admitting as little sunlight as possible 
during the hotter part of the day, and by in¬ 
stalling electric fans if the store cannot other¬ 
wise be kept at a low temperature. All fussy 
decorations should be removed, and the tables 
arranged so as to afford the customer plenty 
of elbow room and a sense of freedom to loaf. 

The windows should be dressed in summer 
garb and suggest the season in everything 
displayed. The basis of the book-window 
dressing might be cool green and white tissue 
papers or muslins that easily lend themselves 
to decorations for the floor and sides of the 
window. The books to be selected should be 
such as commend themselves to the summer 
lounger, whether he is contemplating an ex¬ 
cursion to the seashore or mountain, or is a 
stay-at-home or a visitor to town. The new 
novels will take a prominent place; these may 
be supplemented with the cheaper issues of 
good novels, nature books, books on fishing 
and out-door sports in general, guide books, 
etc. While bringing these lighter classes of 


books to the front, the more serious books 
must not be overlooked. This is the season of 
the year when readers have leisure, and the 
right kind of a book if properly presented to 
the right person will have as a good a chance 
of a sale as its lighter and more ephemeral 
companion—and with a better profit. 

In the window devoted to stationery, fancy 
goods, etc., the outdoor goods, games, ham¬ 
mocks, fancy paper napkins, Chinese lanterns, 
flags, sporting goods in general, photo sup¬ 
plies and the like should be judiciously dis¬ 
played alternately with writing papers and 
envelopes, leather goods and cutlery apt to be 
used by tourists and vacationists. The book¬ 
seller’s facilities for printing visiting cards, 
preparing individual stationery, etc., should 
also be prominently featured. These windows 
should be changed frequently and should 
never be crowded. 

A post-card display should be a regular 
feature throughout the summer season, and 
should be within easy reach of the customer, 
with the local cards in a prominent place, be¬ 
cause in these the visitor is apt to be most 
interested at first. There are now a dozen or 
more post-card racks on the market which 
will be found helpful in displaying the cards 
to the best advantage. 

An important aid in summer bookselling is 
a tempting house-catalogue. This should be 
prepared with a view of bringing to the spe¬ 
cial attention of summer visitors the most 
attractive books not only of the present sea¬ 
son but also of other seasons, with a hint of 
the delights stored in them. Appended to the 
book list may be a brief resume of the other 
seasonable goods, stationery, etc., kept in 
stock. Such a catalogue will be found ser¬ 
viceable by two classes of trade: by city 
dealers with regular customers whom it is de¬ 
sirable to follow “with the compliments of the 
season” into their summer haunts, and who 
may retain trade by filling orders by mail for 
those who go far out of sight of any book¬ 
store, but can be cultivated by the aid of the 
post-office; and by booksellers who desire to 
pleasantly acquaint summer visitors that there 
is a bookstore near at hand from which their 
wants can bq supplied. With such an aid old 
customers may be retained, and with energy 
and foresight much new trade can be created. 

Another summer “wrinkle” is houseclean¬ 
ing. Stock during July and August is apt to 
be at its lowest, transient trade will be slow, 
and the assistants will have time that cannot 
be employed to better advantage. Obsolete or 
broken and damaged stock and other impedi¬ 
menta should be weeded out and displajed

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at prices that will appeal to “shoppers” and 
tempt “bargain hunters.” 

People are slow to think in this weather 
and need to be reminded—even to be prodded. 
Hence, the bookseller, during a season that 
to most people means a period of recreation 
or loafing, must be ever more active and 
watchful to maintain the continuity of busi¬ 
ness and to “bridge over” until the fall and 
holiday season brings relief. 


CONTINUANCE OF THE AMERICAN 
PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION 
ASSURED. 

A meeting of the American Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation was held in the Presbyterian Build¬ 
ing, 156 Fifth Avenue, New York City, at 
2 p.m., July 15, in response to a call issued 
on July 2 by the Board of Directors, to con¬ 
sider the continuance and the future adminis¬ 
tration of the Association in view of the 
probable resignation of certain firms who are 
affected by the text-book situation in Texas 
and other' States. The principals and repre¬ 
sentatives of about thirty members of the 
Association, from New York City, Boston and 
Philadelphia, were present, and, in the ab¬ 
sence of Frank H. Dodd, the president, who 
is on his way to Europe, Frank H. Scott, of 
the Century Company, presided. 

A resolution looking to an amendment of 
the by-laws governing legal proceedings was 
approved, and it was the unanimous feeling 
of all those present that the contemplated 
withdrawals should not affect the policy of 
the Association, which should continue as 
heretofore. _ 


TO SAVE BOOKSTORES FROM EX¬ 
TINCTION. 

Referring to the court decision rendered 
last week in regard to the control of prices of 
copyrighted books, Frank H. Dodd, president 
of the American Publishers’ Association, 
made the following statement on July 10: 

“The decision of the Appellate Division of 
the New York Supreme Court, handed down 
July 8, in the case of R. H. Macy & Co. vs. 
The American Publishers’ Association, af¬ 
firms the decision of Judge Dowling, of the 
Supreme Court, in behalf of the publishers, 
declaring that Macy’s were not entitled to 
damages on account of the publishers’ re¬ 
fusal to sell them copyrighted books. The 
effect of this decision is that the former agree¬ 
ment of the members of the American Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association not to sell copyrighted 
books to Macy’s is declared to be a proper and 
legal agreement, and not in any way violating 
the anti-trust laws. 

“The statements which have heretofore ap¬ 
peared in the daily journals as to the litiga¬ 
tion between publishers and undersellers have 
come almost exclusively from one side. The 
interest expressed in the matter by the gen¬ 
eral public, however, seems now to call for 
some statement on behalf of the publishers. 

“Such headlines as ‘Publishers Aghast at 
the Supreme Court Decision’ are entirely 
without warrant. The facts are, briefly, as 


follows: The American Publishers’ Associa¬ 
tion was organized seven years ago under the 
laws of the State of New York, and the 
agreement then made between its members 
has been declared by the highest court of the 
State to be lawful, so far as copyrighted 
books are concerned. This declaration has 
been upheld in various proceedings by the 
lower courts again and again, and stands un¬ 
altered. This organization was formed under 
the advice of eminent counsel not associated 
with the formation of trusts. The publishers 
have not done anything contrary to law or W 
fair dealing, and when they were advised that, 
while lawful in the State of New York, cer¬ 
tain conditions of their agreement might be 
called into question in other States under the 
Sherman anti-trust act they nearly two years 
ago abrogated it, and the publisher who 
wishes to regulate the prices at which his 
own copyrighted books shall be sold is exer¬ 
cising for himself solely his undoubted right 
to do so. The suits which have recently been 
decided in the L T nited States Supreme Court 
were brought to test the question as to 
whether the violation of conditions of sale of 
a copyrighted book was in itself an infringe¬ 
ment of the copyright. This the court has 
denied, but there is nothing in the decision 
which affects the right of a publisher to im¬ 
pose such conditions of sale on his copy¬ 
righted books as he may find advisable. 
Neither the United States Supreme Court nor 
the Circuit Court of Appeals has held that 
the American Publishers’ Association is il¬ 
legal or acting in restraint of trade, though 
every effort was made by Macy’s counsel to 
have it so held. There is no decision in any 
of our courts which obliges a publisher to 
supply his copyrighted books except upon his 
own terms. 

“The object which the publishers have all 
along had in view is not to increase their 
own prices or profits, but to guarantee deal¬ 
ers in books a fair profit such as will enable 
them to maintain themselves, and thus to 
preserve the bookstore from decline or even 
extinction. It is not always realized that 
this occupation so serviceable, if not vital, to 
the intelligence of the community is yet, in the 
nature of the case, poorly remunerated. Com¬ 
pared with those dealing in the necessaries or 
even luxuries of life, it is of small volume, in¬ 
finite detail, and large expense in proportion 
to the output. It requires special training and 
unusual intelligence. Not only must a book¬ 
seller by familiar with the names, publishers, 
and contents of the 8000 or 10,000 new books 
issued every year, but also with 50,000 to 
100,000 older books which are in print and 
demanded from time to time, to say nothing 
of the vast field of old books. This applies 
to the business of the bookstore proper and . 
to some of the best of the department stores, a 
I n many of the department stores, however, 
books are dealt with in a different fashion. 
Their stock consists almost entirely of cheap 
reprints of standard authors and the more 
popular novels of the day. As can readily be 
seen, this plan excludes from display and 
sale the more serious books of literary value 
which are really the more important. 

“The publishers have tried not only to con¬ 
serve the bookstores, but to foster the busi- 
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ness of department stores in the better class 
of literature. This can only be done by the 
assurance of a fair profit. Should they be 
unsuccessful the inevitable outcome will be a 
lessened output of the more serious and val¬ 
uable books. The difficulty of selling these 
has already increased to a serious extent. 
The progressive publisher will, of course, 
adapt himself to the market, and should it 
become necessary for him to publish nothing 
but light fiction he can do so. But if the 
business had no higher ideals than this many 
of those who have given their lives to it 
would be engaged in other and more remun¬ 
erative callings. 

“Statements which have recently been made 
by the undersellers mentioned as to the in¬ 
ordinate profits in publishing are so erroneous 
in detail and so misleading in their deductions 
that it is incredible that those making them 
really believe them to be true. They, leave 
entirely out of account not only the plant, 
(including the typesetting, illustrations, au¬ 
thor’s corrections and plates,) which must 
be created before a book can be manufactured, 
but the entire cost of conducting a business 
of which each book must bear its share. The 
share which each copy must bear of the cost 
of the plant depends upon the number sold, 
and in many cases enough are never sold to 
cover it, to say nothing of the author’s roy¬ 
alties, which are far higher than has been 
represented, and the advertising, a large item. 
For making a similar statement the London 
Times was compelled to pay to Mr. John 
Murray damages for libel to the extent of 
$37*500. In the trial of the case all the facts 
concerning the book in question, ‘The Life of 
■Queen Victoria,’ which >vas alleged to be 
published at an inordinate price and at an ex¬ 
tortionate profit, w*ere brought out, and it 
was proved that the profit of the publisher had 
been so small as to be entirely inadequate for 
the risk and capital involved. 

“In their effort to protect the bookselling 
business the American publishers have only 
been doing what has been sanctioned by long 
established law' and custom in Germany for 
two hundred years, and in all the countries 
of Europe for a greater or less time. It is 
only in the United States that any question 
has arisen as to the right of the publishers to 
control the conditions under which books are 
sold. The question has arisen here mainly in 
connection with the misapplication to the 
American Publishers’ Association of the term 
‘trust,’ and with the application to the selling 
of books of certain provisions in the anti¬ 
trust laws, which laws had been framed to 
protect the interests of the community against 
corporations that actually were carrying on 
operations as trusts; that is, for the purpose, 
through the stifling of competition, of increas¬ 
ing selling prices.

NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS APPEAL. 

The: American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, through its president, Pier man 
Ridder, has sent to President Roosevelt a 
letter invoking his aid in the association’s 
effort to stop the oppression of paper com¬ 
binations. 

Mr. Ridder recalls that the association had 
been informed that the courts would provide 
adequate remedies and had submitted its evi¬ 
dence against seven groups of paper makers. 
The result had been insignificant. The Fibre 
and Manila Association, the only one brought 
to book, got off easy, says Mr. Ridder. “We 
maintain,” he says, “that such a finish to the 
procedure is a miscarriage of justice. When 
a fine of $48,000 is imposed for an extortion 
of $2,000,000 it places a premium upon law¬ 
lessness and brings vividly to us a realization 
of the hopelessness of relief under methods 
that prevail, especially when the United States 
District Attorney, while granting immunity to 
the individuals, urges leniency for the corpo¬ 
rations which employ them.” 

Mr. Ridder says also: 

So far as we have been able to learn no steps 
have been taken against the Box Board Pool or 
against the Sulphite Pulp Association, whose by¬ 
laws and membership were submitted to the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice eight months ago, or against the other 
offenders. 

The operations of the Box Board Pool in twenty- 
six months included invoices of $3?.000,000, with net 
profits of $4,835,652 on 853,677 tons. 

The counsel of the paper makers who pleaded 
guilty in New York on the 19th inst. stated that their 
output represented only 23 per cent, of the total 
production of wrapping paper. The letters set forth 
in the indictment and the books and records now in 
the possession of the United States District Attorney 
at New York indicate that the Western Fibre and 
Manila Mills, which were under distinct prohibition 
against restriction of output, met in November, 1907, 
and decided to restrict production. We arc confident 
those records will also disclose the methods by which 
the 23 per cent, of indicted paper makers secured 
the co operation of the oilier 77 per cent, to main¬ 
tain the extraordinary advances in price. 

Mr. Ridder cites instances which he thinks 
a jury ought to look into. Again he says: 

The Fibre and Manila Association, the Box Board 
Pool and the Sulphite Pulp Association—each and 
all affec; the news print paper situation. When 
mills which can be changed to .make news print 
paper with slight cost are made excessively profitable 
in other directions by these pooling arrangements 
then their equipment is kept out of news print paper 
production and a news print paper famine is pro¬ 
moted. Meanwhile the news print paper companies 
are aiming to maintain what are believed to # be 
“agreed prices,” and are keeping their mills partially 
closed because the consumers will no; buy more than 
a hand to mouth supply at the present high figures. 

In view of the seeming immunity of individuals, 
the inadequaev of penalties and the apparent hope¬ 
lessness of relief, does not this situation require 
drastic treatment? May we not ask you to bring 
these law breakers to their senses and to end a law¬ 
less condition which interferes with a return of 
prosperity? _ 

JUSTICE DEUEL UPHELD. 

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court in New York City sustained on the 8th 
inst., unanimously, the findings of ex-Justice 
Stover, who, as referee, reported adversely 
on the application of Robert J. Collier, Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Jerome and Edward M. Shep¬ 
ard for the removal of Justice Deuel of the 
Court of Special Sessions, because of his con¬ 
nection with Town Topics.

The International Association of Antiquarian 
Booksellers. The reason for the change is 
that a number of booksellers in various parts 
of the world have become members. This 
extension of membership has proved extreme¬ 
ly useful to all concerned, since information 
can now be obtained, and be registered in a 
central bureau, respecting persons who order 
on credit. The subscription is five shillings 
per annum. An enquiry fee respecting any 
person in any part of the world is sixpence. 
Application for accounts which members find 
themselves unable to collect is made for a fee 
of sixpence, and 5 per cent, is charged upon 
the amount collected by means of the Associa¬ 
tion, when the amount does not exceed £5, 
and 2^2 per cent, on larger amounts.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Ferdinand Moras, who died at Germantown, 
Pa., July 10, was one of the first to establish 
a lithographic plant in this country. In 1854 
he put up a lithographic plant in Philadelphia, 
where he was in business for more than thirty 
years. In 1890 he retired from business. Mr. 
Moras was born in 1821 in Rhenish Prussia. 
Mr. Moras published a book of poems in 
1882, of which he was the author, the illus¬ 
trator and engraver. 

Alexander Hamilton Laidlavv. Jr^died 
on July 11, at his home in New York City. 
Mr. Laidlaw was born in Jersey City, N. J.,. 
July 7, 1869. For a time he was in the sta¬ 
tionery business in Forty-second Street, New 
York City, as a member of the firm of Dixon 
& Laidlaw. His first novel, “Purgatory,” was 
published in 1891. The following year he 
published “How She Married Plim, and 
Other Stories,” and “The Charms of Music,”' 
a play, was printed the same year. His pro¬ 
duced plays were “The Darkest Hour,” 1893 J 
“An Angel’s Sin,” 1895; “Love as a Tonic,”' 
1895; “The Going of the White Swan,” 1895; 
“The Game of Three,” 1896; “A Pair of Mis- 
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fits,” 1899; “Phyllis,” an opera libretto, 1900, 
and “His Musical Friend,” 1907. The music 
for “Phyllis” was written by Richard Henry 
Warren. It was produced by the Strollers 
Club, of which Mr. Laidlaw was a member, 
at the Waldorf-Astoria. Mr. Laidlaw also 
was a contributor to the magazines. 

General Erastus Blakeslee, soldier, 
clergyman, author and editor, and prominent 
in the Sunday-school world as the author, ed¬ 
itor and publisher of “Graded Sunday School 
y Lessons,” died at his home in Brookline, 
Mass., July 12. He was many times com¬ 
mended for his bravery during the war be¬ 
tween the states, and his promotion to brevet 
brigadier-general was rapid. Turning to the 
ministry after the wan he won wide notice 
for his work in improving the study of the 
Bible in the Sunday schools. He was born at 
Plymouth, Conn., September 2, 1838. He was 
graduated from Williston Seminary in 1859; 
Yale in 1863, receiving the degree of Master 
of Arts one year later, and from Andover 
Theological Seminary in 1879. He held pas¬ 
torates in Greenfield and Spencer, Mass., and 
Fairhaven, Conn. He was president of the 
Bible Study Publishing Company, an asso¬ 
ciate member of Victoria Institute, London, 
and a member of the Society of Biblical Lit¬ 
erature and Exegesis.

Myrtle Reed has written a new story, en¬ 
titled “Flower of the Dusk.” 

The memory of Maria Mitchell, Nan¬ 
tucket’s famous daughter, who during her 
lifetime attained world-wide fame as an as¬ 
tronomer. was honored on July 15 by the 
dedication and formal opening of an astro¬ 
nomical observatory and library building at 
Nantucket, Mass. The observatory contains 
astronomical instruments used by Miss Mitch¬ 
ell in many of her observations at Vassar 
College and other places that attracted tokens 
of appreciation from the kings of Denmark 
and Italy.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

Libraco, Ltd., 60 Wilson Street, Finsbury 
Square, E. C., London, will bring out in Au¬ 
gust the third volume of the “L. A. Class List 
of Best Books and Annual of Bibliography, 
1907-1908,” edited by H. Y. Hopwood. The 
volume is published in connection with the 
Annual Exhibition of Best Books at the Con¬ 
ference of Libraries. Each subject is pre¬ 
pared by an expert, the contributors being H. 
R. Tedder, T. W. Lyster, H. Guppy, J. 
Peacock, J. Minto, J. Duff Brown, J. Wool- 
mar and others. The classification adopted 
is. in the main, that of the Brussels extension 
of Dewey. A complete subject index is also 
provided. The first two volumes cover the 
period from 1905-1907. (Each, is. 6d. net.) 

The American Ceramic Society, Colum¬ 
bus, O., have undertaken the publication of 
the second edition of “A Bibliography of 
Clays and the Ceramic Arts,” by Dr. John 
Casper Branner, the well-known geologist of 
Leland Stanford University. The original 
edition of this work, which is the only one of 
its kind, was published in 1896 as Bulletin 143 
of the U. S. Geological Survey, and contained 
2961 titles, as against 6027 titles contained in 
the new edition. The additions, however, are 
not entirely of titles published since 1896, but 
include many books and papers that were 
overlooked in the preparation of the first edi¬ 
tion.

four hundred years had vainly been trying to 
prove. The work is promised for September. 

The Cochrane Publishing Company, Tri¬ 
bune Building, New York City, will publish 
on July 20 “Hawaiian Idylls of Love and 
Death,” by the Rev. Herbert H. Gowen, a 
collection of attractive short stories con¬ 
cerned mainly with incidents bearing on the 
career of Kamehameha the Great, the Napo¬ 
leon of the Pacific, who subdued one chief 
and one island after the other until, in 1809, 
he became master of the whole group of the 
Sandwich Islands.

Stark, a judge, banker and leader of the 
Democracy of Georgia. 

Cassell & Company have in preparation a 
volume entitled ‘^Napoleon and His Fellow 
Travellers,” by Clement Shorter, author of 
“Immortal Memories,” etc. Much of the ma¬ 
terial used by Mr. Shorter is taken from some 
rare books that have never been reprinted^, 
since their first publication, nearly a century~ 
ago. These include the “Narrative” of. Will¬ 
iam Warden, and a rare pamphlet, privately 
printed by Lord Lyttleton, giving an account 
of interesting conversations on board the 
Northumberland that are known to few stu¬ 
dents of the epoch.

cipta di Florentia,” published in 1510. The 
first of the series proper will be “The Fioretti, 
or Little Flowers of S. Francis.” This is a 

f newly revised version of Professor Arnold’s 
translation, and will contain collotype repro¬ 
ductions of twenty-five contemporary draw¬ 
ings by an unknown hand, which are found 
in a manuscript preserved in the Laurentian 
library. Chaucer’s “Romaunt of the Rose” 
will be the second book. The edition of each 
of the above three books will be 500 copies 
on paper, and ten copies on vellum. 

The John Lane Company have just ready 
a hew work by N. G. Lenotre, entitled “The 
Daughter of Louis xvi., Maria Theresa- 
Charlotte of France, Duchess d’ Angouleme.” 
The author has drawn material from con¬ 
temporary documents, memoirs and diaries.

That is the question of the hour at modern 
language conventions, for there has never 
been such a strong feeling that the spoken 
language is well-nigh indispensable. That, 
too, is the question that Professor George M.
